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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to amendments and remarks filed September 
10, 2004. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 40-60 and 95-1 12 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 
the original claims do not have a multi-axis imaging system with imaging elements. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 40-60 and 95-1 12 have been withdrawn 
from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
and MPEP§ 821.03. 

Claims 1-38, 40-93 and 95-1 13 are currently pending. 

Claims 1-38, 40-93 and 95-1 12 have been withdrawn. 

Only claim 1 13 remains drawn to the original invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 1 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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Regarding claim 1 13, it is unclear in its given context how many light sources are 
in the invention as Applicant uses the terms "a light source", "an array of individual light- 
emitting sources", "the light sources", "the plurality of illumination light sources", "said 
set of said plurality of light sources" and "said set of said plurality of light emitting 
sources" to refer to a light source or light sources. Furthermore, it is unclear how many 
detectors are in the invention, as Applicant uses the terms "the plurality of detectors" 
then switches to "a plurality of light detectors" and "the detectors." Also, it is unclear 
what it means for "the plurality of detectors respect amounts of power. .." In addition, it 
is unclear what "respect to one another" refers to.
